Copter crashes 
claim 14 Americans

KABUL Helicopter crashes killed 14 Americans on 
Monday—11 troops and three drug agents—in the 
deadliest day for the U.S. mission in Afghanistan in 
more than four years. The deaths came as President 
Obama prepared to meet his national security team 
for a sixth full-scale conference on the future of the 
troubled war. 

In the deadliest crash, a helicopter went down in 
the west of the country after leaving the scene of a 
firefight, killing 10 Americans—seven troops and 
three Drug Enforcement Administration agents. 
Eleven American troops, one US. civilian and 14 
Afghans also were injured. 

In a separate incident, two US. Marine helicop- 
ters—one UH-1 and an AH-1 Cobra—collided in 


flight before sunrise over the southern province of 
Helmand, killing four American troops and wounding 
two more, Marine spokesman Maj. Bill Pelletier said. 

It was the heaviest single-day loss of life since June 
28, 2005, when 16 US. troops died when their MH- 
47 Chinook helicopter was shot down by insurgents. 
The casualties also mark the first DEA deaths in 
Afghanistan since it began operations there in 2005. 

US. authorities have ruled out hostile fire in the 
collision but have not given a cause for the other fatal 
crash in the west. 

Taliban spokesman Qari Yusuf Ahmedi claimed 
Taliban fighters shot down a helicopter in northwest 
Badghis province’s Darabam district. It was impos- 
sible to verify the claim and unclear ifhe was referring 
to the same incident.

Associated Press 
TAOS, N.M. Larry Whitten 
marched into this north- 
ern New Mexico town 
in late July on a mission:

workers at the run-down, Southwestern adobe- 
style hotel from speaking Spanish in his pres- 
ence (he thought they’d be talking about him), 
and ordered some to Anglicize their names. 

Whitten’s management style had worked 
for him as he’s turned around other distressed 
hotels he bought in recent years across the 
country, 

The 63-year-old Texan, however, wasn’t pre- 
pared for what followed. 

His rules and his firing of several Hispanic 
employees angered his employees and many 
in this liberal enclave of 5,000 residents at the 
base of the Sangre de Cristo mountains, where 
the most alternative of lifestyles can find a 
home and where Spanish language, culture and 
traditions have a long and revered history. 

“I came into this landmine of Anglos versus 
Spanish vs. Mexicans vs. Indians vs. everybody 
up here. I’m just doing what I’ve always done,” 
he says. 

Former workers, their relatives and some 
town residents picketed across the street from 
the hotel. 

“T do feel he’s a racist, but he’s a racist out 
of ignorance. He doesn’t know that what he’s 
doing is wrong,” says protester Juanito Burns 
Jr., who identified himself as prime minister of 
an activist group called Los Brown Berets de 
Nuevo Mexico.

Michelle Jones of Irving Park has learned an important lesson from her 
morning bus ride: Commuting with students can be a pain. 

Jones, 47, said her commute on the No. 80-Irving Park bus to the 
Brown Line was a “dream” — until September, when school started. 

Jones said she now deals with students who “hog the middle of the 
CTA bus, refusing to move for anyone and barely letting anyone else 
by” or students who “cram into the back-door stairwell ... [like] a game 
of Twister gone wrong.” 

Jones isn’t alone. Jane Gleason of Lakeview wrote to “Going Public” 
to complain about her former commute on the No. 152-Addison bus to 
the Addison Blue Line stop.

Some riders don’t mind commuting with these students. Anne 
Wagemaker of Logan Square said she rides the No. 82-Kimball-Homan 
bus and two trains, packed with students, before 7 a.m. on weekdays. 

“While the afternoon rambunctiousness of these same students 
might cause other riders to become annoyed, I am constantly 
impressed with these kids. Making an hour-long trip long before 7 a.m. 
to get to high school?” Wagemaker, 27, wrote. “They obviously have 
a serious stake in their education and future. I’m happy to share my 
morning with these lovely young people.” 


Too hot or cool for the CTA? 

“GP” has received a few complaints about the temperature of CTA 
buses. The CTA said buses have electronically controlled heating and 
air conditioning systems programmed to maintain a consistent tem- 
perature. 

Buses are automatically programmed to keep the inside temperature 
at about 72 degrees, via air conditioning in the summer, and about 68 
degrees, via the heating system, in the winter. If there is a problem with 
a bus getting too hot or too cold, maintenance personnel are assigned 
to handle repairs. The CTA encourages riders to contact them at 
1-888-YOUR-CTA if they notice a temperature problem.

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Next stop, Apple?

Will riders of the CTA’s Red Line be pulling into 
the Apple iTrain station any time soon? 

That’s the question being posed after CTA 
officials on Monday confirmed they were in talks 
with Apple over the technological giant’s plans 
to fork over millions to refurbish the North/ 
Clybourn station. 

The cash-strapped mass transit system would 
receive up to $4 million to refurbish inside and out 
of the Lincoln Park station at 1599 N. Clybourn 
Ave., officials said. 

In exchange, Apple would receive first choice 
of advertising at the subway station, and it would 
have rights of first refusal of naming rights “if 
that was something the CTA were to offer,” CTA 
spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said. 

“We're exploring different ways to improve our 
stations, and we’re also exploring the best way to 
do naming rights. This is one approach, and we’re 
looking at others, as well,” Gaffney said. 

Gaffney didn’t provide specifics on the imme- 
diacy of a naming rights deal or when the CTA- 
Apple agreement would be finalized, saying both 
plans were separate and independent. 

Over the summer, the CTA’s board approved an 
ordinance that gave it authorization to enter an 
agreement with Apple to refurbish the Clybourn 
station, pending City Council approval, Gaffney 
said. 


Teen shot in West Englewood dies 
A 17-year-old boy was fatally shot while on 

his way to school Monday on the South Side, 
Chicago police and family members said. Martell 
Barrett was shot near 67th Street and Damen 
Avenue in West Englewood, said Police Officer

Gathering evidence 


New details emerge as police investigate death of McClendons

Hammond police and court records 
described Monday in graphic detail how 
two teenagers allegedly robbed a popular 
couple from Hammond, Ind., stole their 
1997 Cadillac Eldorado and returned to “fin- 
ish them.” 

Yet police said they're in no hurry to 
charge the teens with murder and are seek- 
ing more witnesses to bolster their case. 

“We're in the first quarter of a four-quar- 
ter investigation,” Hammond police Chief 
Brian Miller said. Police are looking for 
more people who were riding in the stolen 
car, Miller said. 

Athird person the suspects told police was 
involved likely doesn’t exist, the chief said. 
Hammond Mayor Thomas McDermott Jr. 
said police found DNA inside the Cadillac 
that linked police to the suspects. 

Ruby McClendon, 76, and Milton 


McClendon, 78, were found Oct. 19 fatal- 
ly shot in a Cook County forest preserve 
near Calumet City. The husband and wife 
both suffered gunshot wounds to the head. 
Their green car was found abandoned on 
the Dan Ryan Expressway two days later. 
Police said they found the McClendons’ 
home ransacked and covered in blood. 

The couple was remembered Monday 
at a funeral service in Munster, Ind., that 
drew about 1,000 people. The McClendons 
are the parents of CLTV host Garrard 
McClendon. 

Reo Thompson, 17, and Gregory Brooks 
Jr, 18, who live within blocks of the 
McClendons’ home, are being held without 
bail in Chicago. 

According to court records, Brooks 
told police he, Thompson and a third man 
went to the McClendons’ house to rob it. 
They planned to trick the McClendons 


into thinking the men had car trouble and 
needed to use a phone. 

When the door opened, Brooks told 
police the third man put the gun through 
the door and all three tried to barge in. Once 
inside, Ruby McClendon said she had $50, 
but the third man allegedly wasn’t satisfied 
with that amount, Brooks told police. 

At the McClendons’ funeral, their three 
sons— Garrard, Theodore and Duane— 
spoke of a family that ate dinner together 
every night, followed by an hour of fierce 
debate. “Look it up” was their father’s 
favorite phrase, they said, as he and Ruby 
McClendon encouraged a strong education 
for their boys. 

After the service, Garrard McClendon 
called for a “day of forgiveness.” 

“The pain is terrible,” he said. “My parents 
didn’t deserve this, but we forgive those that 
did this.”

Some foods seem like they were made to go 
together. Some never

place like Belly Shack, ieee 


the second counter- 
service BYOB from the team behind Avondale 
noodle bar Urban Belly (brothers Bill and Mike 
Kim and Bill’s wife, Yvonne Cadiz-Kim), sets 
out to do something different. 

The week-old restaurant, a super-casual 
spot located underneath the Blue Line “I” tracks 
at the Western stop in Logan Square, is going 
about its quiet revolution by melding flavors 
and ingredients from Asia and Latin America 
(and elsewhere). It’s not a new brand of 
fusion, but it’s one not often 
seen in the Midwest. And 
it makes a lot more 
sense when you realize 
it’s a hat tip to Kim’s 
Korean and Cadiz- 
Kim’s Puerto Rican 
heritage. The result 
is a fine tribute to any 
partnership: innova- 
tive, vibrant and, at 
times, surprising. 

Starting with the 
dining room aesthetic, 
you get the sense that Kim 
and Cadiz-Kim are doing things 
their own way. Cadiz-Kim’s sister, 
L.A.-based filmmaker Yasmina Cadiz, col- 
laborated on design and music selection in the 
small, wedge-shaped space. Cadiz-Kim calls the 
look “reclaimed industrial,” which translates to 
recycled light fixtures, concrete floors, particle 


board accents and a charcoal-walled dining 
room covered with black-and-white artwork and 
typography meant to evoke street graffiti. 
Ifyou’ve been to Urban Belly, you're already 
familiar with the unique service model: Order 
and pay at the counter in the rear of the space, 
then retreat with your assigned number to the 
communal table in the center of the room or 
one of the more intimate tables around the 
perimeter. Food arrives when it’s ready, not 
when an entire party’s order is complete, and 
you're expected to grab your own silverware and 
water from a service station. If you prefer serv- 
ers who fall all over themselves to fold your nap- 
kin when you get up to use the restroom, Belly 
Shack might not be for you. 
But all this streamlining of service 
places adds focus on the food, 
which perhaps not coinciden- 
tally demands more attention 
than the fare at most neigh- 
borhood counter-service 
joints. Though the menu is 
brief, featuring just five sand- 
wiches, a couple of salads, a 
handful of sides and a single 
soup, there’s a lot going on— 
sometimes all in a single dish. 
Case in point: the “hot and sour’ 
soup ($4, pictured), an intrigu- 
ing mashup of the Asian staple and 
chicken pozole. A fragrant broth brims with 
highlights from each dish (egg, vinegar, hominy, 
tortilla strips) as well as ingredients common to 
both, such as fresh cilantro. If you were to close 
your eyes and taste a spoonful, you wouldn't have 
aword to identify it— except maybe “yum.”

Other dishes take a more subtle approach. 
Korean BBQ Kogi ($10) plays off the success 
of L.A.’s Kogi BBQ trucks, though Kim’s ver- 
sion leans more Korean than Mexican; chicken 
rubbed with fresh lemongrass and peanuts ($9) 
skews Asian too, except for the Iranian flatbread 
with which it’s served. Both are excellent, as 
is the one dish, a side of maple syrup-roasted 
squash dusted with Vietnamese pho spices ($5), 
that displays a dash of Americana. 

When combinations don’t work, it’s more 
an issue of texture than flavor. Brussels sprouts 
with chorizo ($5) are tasty but mushy. A flat- 
bread sandwich filled with soft Asian meatballs 
and mint-flecked rice noodles ($9) also could use 
crunch, though the spicy meatballs compelled 
us to finish ours nonetheless. When dishes miss 
the mark, it’s not by much. 

Besides, with a few exceptions, we defy you to 
find better versions of these dishes anywhere in 
town. They simply don’t exist.

‘DJ Hero’ has some of Chicago’s top 
spinsters scratching their heads

It’s a bit of a role reversal, but some local star DJs have a request ... for you: Leave 


the turntables to the professionals. 

Anumber of local mix-masters who talked 
to RedEye found it flattering their skill set 
will get the “Guitar Hero” treatment in new 
game “DJ Hero,” which hits stores Tuesday 
and comes with a turntable controller and 
about 102 songs to scratch and spin. 

“Tt’s a compliment in that they've noticed 
the DJ as someone valid enough to brand a 
product,” DJ World (a.k.a. Lionel Bordelon) 
told RedEye. World, who has DJ residencies 
at South Loop’s Utopia and Tantrum, said 
what he has heard about the game has been 
positive. “But I can empathize with those 
who see it as a mockery of the art. DJs 
haven't always been very respected.” 

Indeed some DJs do fear the game could 
open the floodgates wider for more DJ wan- 
nabes already infiltrating the industry armed 
with laptops, special software and arsenals 
of online tunes—but not much in the way 
of talent. Some members of the new genera- 
tion of DJs, in World’s and other colleagues’ 
opinion, lack the knowledge of music, art- 
ists and beats that used to come standard in 
the industry. 

“DJing is so popular right now and it’s 
the ‘in’ thing,” Fathom DJ (a.k.a. Danyell 
Abston), a resident at Tantrum in the South 
Loop, said. “We deserve credit for being the 
foundation and the vessel for music, but the 
trendiness and commercialism is creating 
an anybody-can-do-this energy for people.” 
Technology, such as the popular software 
Serato Scratch Live, has diluted DJ profes- 
sionalism in recent years, according to DJ 
White Shadow (a.k.a. Paul Blair), whose 
jet-setting appearances include Angels & 

Kings on the Near North Side and Hyde in 
Hollywood, Calif.

Scratching, blending and mixing songs is now the result of key strokes 


rather than physical agility, according to Shadow and other local mix- 
masters who said it makes it too easy for anyone to play DJ. 

“I never thought I'd live to see the day when being a good typist 
would make youa better DJ,” said Shadow, who has lived in Chicago 
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How he got it: “| got the name from my older brother who also 
is a DJ, Twilite Tone.” 

Why hestarted DJing: “My sister took me over to Tone’s house 
when | was a kid, like 11 or 12 years old. She was like, ‘Sit on the 
couch and don't move. But | heard all this commotion so | ran 

in there and saw Tone on the turntables scratching and cutting, 
going back and forth doing tricks and Common was in there 
rapping. This was like my first, up-close and personal encounter 
with DJing and hip hop. It blew my mind.” 

How hestarted: Carrying Twilite’s crates [of records] for him, 
following him and opening for him at parties until he began 
doing his own parties in the early 90s. 

Musical focus: Known for hip-hop, but “plays everything.” 
Toughest thing about the craft: “| didn't really runinto any 
challenges until recently. The challenges are trying to stick with 
the times, regardless of how | feel about the music. Sometimes 
it can be challenging to stay relevant and move with the times.”

for the past seven years. “But I’ve got buddies who use 
Serato and they can find songs super fast because they 
are good typists and can punch the names of songs in 
faster than I can.” 
The availability of online music also all but eradicates 
the once time-honored DJ tradition of spending count- 
less hours in record stores searching for good music. 
“T remember I used to skip lunch to look for records ... 
that one good record,” said WGCI “Go III Radio” show 
host and globe-trotting DJ Timbuck2 (Tim Jones). 
“Kids now will never know that struggle and joy. It 
comes from a deep passion.” 
Rather than having an encyclopedic knowledge of 
artists, albums and musical genres, all aspiring DJs 
need now is access to a good online search engine or 
message boards, Shadow said. 
“Kids are trading song titles over message boards and 
nobody knows what artist is influenced by who,” Shadow 
said. “Now it’s just a career for people who think being a 
DJ is great because you can get as drunk as possible while 
you're working and have all the girls make out with you. That 
couldn’t be further from the truth ifyou’re a real DJ because 
you can’t be drunk and do a good job, and if you're focused, 
you wont have enough time to make out with all the girls.” 
Timbuckz said technology is more a blessing than a curse 
and counts himself among the pioneers who traded in his 
turntables for a laptop set-up while touring with Kanye 
West on “Late Registration.” 
But what he is tired of: gimmick DJs, ranging from 
Playboy models to celebrities. 
“Tve always been the nice guy, cool, quiet and 
humble, but now I’m calling names,” Timbuckz told 
RedEye. “Nick Cannon is a DJ? Give me abreak. Just 
because you weren't respected as a rapper doesn’t 
mean you can be a DJ. Do you hear me trying to rap 
or model? ... It’s like a fad.” 
A fad that could be worsened if people at home 
get good at pressing the controllers on DJ Hero and 
assume they can make the leap from the couch to 
the club scene. 
“Y’m nervous about it,” Fathom said of [7% | 
the game’s release. “I know rock stars and \ 
people who play guitars are insulted that some 
people think because they can hit some buttons in 
“Guitar Hero,” they can transfer that over into real playing. 
I think some people will believe DJing is nothing, and that 
they can buy some turntables and get to work.” 
But Timbuckz, like World, doesn’t see DJ Hero as a threat. 
In fact, he said it could serve a practical purpose. 
“Some of these DJs in the club should go home and play 
DJ Hero,” Timbuckz said. “Leave the professional work to 
those of us who know how to do it and who are passion- 
ate about what we do.”
